News has repeatedly stated its belief that the business slack- | 
ening which featured 1927 was due principally to the Ford 
shut-down and that the return of this great company to pro-| 
duction was a necessary adjunct of a resumption of pros-| 
perity. 
Few people realized the tremendous job that | 
Henry Ford had ‘in placing a completely new car on 
the market after producing a single model for fifteen 
or more years. The average man assumed that Ford 
would design a new car and simply go into production 
on it, without stop or hiatus. Putting out a new model 
is not quite such a simple performance as all that. 
Even when the new model is just a successor of a car 
already running with minor changes, the shift-over is 
a big task. But when the manufacturing organization 
is faced by the problem of producing a totally new 
vehicle, with practically every unit a new one, the 
task is almost unbelievable in its difficulty. 
Reports on Ford progress toward quantity production | 
have varied. They range from 500 per day to 1,200. In the} 
beginning we were told that Ford production was to be) 
stepped up to 1,000 per day by the end of January, 2,000 by | 
the end of February, 3,000 by the end of March and so on. | 
If Ford succeeds in meeting this schedule or approx- 
imating it, he will have done a remarkable job. In the mean- 
time other manufacturers in the lower price ranges are 
carrying on with all the power they can command. Chevro- 
let, Whippet and Star are piling up records. 
Even with all his genius in manufacturing Henry 
Ford has got to have time to accomplish the tremen- 
dous task ahead of him. The question that now looms 
is as to just what the situation is going to be when 
Ford does reach quantity production. Events move 
rapidly in this industry and the situation on July 1, 
say, may be radically different from what exists 
today. The passing months will tell the story and 
Henry Ford must have time to solve the problem that 
rests upon him.

UBLIC enthusiasm for the new offerings of the auto-| 
motive industry continues at a high pitch, confirming | 
the verdict already rendered at New York and Chicago when 
the national automobile shows were in session.

New Orleans, Feb. 16. — The | 
Pontchartrain Bridge will be | 


opened for traffic on Saturday. 
This bridge is located about twenty | 


| miles east of New Orleans, across | 


the east end of Lake Pontchartrain. | 
The bridge proper is five miles in| 
length, and is of concrete construc- | 
tion. It is the longest, continuous, | 
reinforced concrete highway bridge | 
in the world, and with its ten miles | 
of approaches, five on each side of | 
the bridge, cost $5,500,000. | 
It shortens the mileage from | 
New Orleans to the Mississippi 
coast, Florida, north and east, 
eight miles, and with its comple- 
tion the last of the ferries on the 
Old Spanish Trail east of New 
Orleans is eliminated. This is 
the first time in history that one 
has been able to motor in and out 
of New Orleans, from the east, 
without the use of ferries. 


The toll is $1.35 for any size au- 
tomobile with driver (which includes 
10 cents, which is paid to the High- 
way Commission of Louisiana), plus 
10 cents for each additional pas- 
senger. 

The bridge will be open for traffic | 
twenty-four hours a day, is electric | 
lighted, with telephones, gas and re- | 
pair service, and as it is first in| 
length, construction and beauty, it 
is the management’s aim to make it | 
first in service.

operating privileges and _ fare 
paid: this being a justified aim 
and purpose of regulation for 
which nothing but praise and 
commendation can be advanced. 
On the other hand, physical re- 
strictions were established in 
many cases without due regard to 
established manufacturing stand- 
ards, or more particularly the es- 
tablished regulations of adjoining 
states. A distasteful situation re- 
sulted from a worthy object be- 
cause Of the conflicts between 
various state regulations. 
r The committee was formed as the 
Mer ocult of efforts, first by individuals 


and then by automotive organiza- 


tions, to alleviate this situation. Be- 
fore formulating recommendations 


of uniform specifications, the com- 
mittee went over the field thoroughly 
for more than a year. ; 
The report as now presented is an 
endeavor to organize @ scientific 
process of ironing out the conflicts 
and irregularities in bus regulation, 
to the end that uniformity may be 
achieved without the usual age-old, 
expensive and time-wasting method 
of local hearings; and further, to 
avoid the chaotic readjustment 
which must inevitably follow the in- 
auguration of Federal regulation of 
interstate bus transportation. Sub- 
mitted as considerably more than a 
generalized discussion, it is the re- 


sult of a detailed study and analysis | 


of the whole field of bus legislation 
and regulation by representatives of 
all recognized groups of individuals 
and companies who are affected 
thereby. 

The booklet containing the report 
has five parts: introduction, which 
explains the situatior® and points to 
some examples of conflicts and ir- 
regularities in bus regulation by 
several states; detailed exposition of 
conflicting regulations; analysis of 
every conceivable structural bus reg- 
ulation, with recommendations for 
or against it; the complete draft of 
bus-specifications code, arranged in 
legal form and to be submitted to 
all states, and index.

Tail Lamps 
Buses shall be equipped with a 
ruby tail lamp located in an unob- 
structed position in the lower left 
hand corner of the rear end of the 
bus body or firmly attached in the 
Same position to body accessories. 
It shall be of sufficient size and 
candle power to be clearly visible 
under atmospheric conditions as de- 
fined to one of normal vision, for 
a distance at least five hundred 
(500) feet to the rear of the vehicle. 


RULE 15 
Registration Plate Dlumination 
Buses shall be equipped with a 
separate white lamp or the same as 
an integral part of the tail lamp 
located in the rear end of the bus 
body or firmly attached in the same 
position to body accessories which 
shall reflect upon the registration 
plate so that the same is legible 
under atmospheric conditions, as 
defined to one of normal vision at a 
distance of fifty feet. 


RULE 16 

Spot Lamps 
Any bus may be equipped with, 
not to exceed, two spot lamps, but 
they shall be so aimed and used 
upon approaching another vehicle 
that no part of the beam will be 
directed to the left of the center of 
the road nor more then 100 feet 
ahead of the bus. 


RULE 17 
Signal Lamps 
Buses shall be equipped with at 
least one signal lamp, yellow in 
color, and connected so as to be 
automatically lighted when the 
speed of the vehicle is reduced by 
application’ of brakes or release ‘of 
clutch. This lamp shall be located 
above the tail lamp, but below the 
top of the middle belt panel or line.

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EDISON SEEKS NEW 
SYNTHETIC RUBBER 


Carnegie Institute Also 
Discovers Possible 
New Supply 


New York, Feb. 16.—Rubber from 
ferns is being sought by Thomas 
A. Edison in his Florida investiga- 
tions, now in progress, according 
to a report made public at the New 
York Botanical Garden from Dr. 
John K. Small, head curator of 
the museums and the herbarium of 
the garden, who is aiding Md. 
Edison in the field. 

“As: showing how thorough Mr. 
Edison’s investigations are, even 
these somewhat unpromising plants 
are being analyzed for their rubber 
content,’ says the garden’s an- 
nouncement. “The fern flora of Flor- 
ida is phenomenal. About 110 kinds 
of ferns and allied plants grow 
naturally in the Peninsular state. 
Over fifty occur in a small area at 
the southern tip of the peninsula.” 


East Orange, N. J., Feb. 16.— 
William H. Meadowcraft, secretary 
to Thomas A. Edison, has received 
a telegram from the inventor, who 
is experimenting in synthetic rub-_ 
ber in Florida, that he is form- 
ing an expedition to explore the 
unexplored section of the Florida 
Everglades. 

The party will search for new rub- 
ber plants to be used in the Edison 
experiments. Edison, believing syn- 
thetic rubber can be made from do- 


off the nations’ supply, according to 
Mr. Meadowcraft. 

Guadalajara, Mex. Feb. 16. 
—What may prove to be a new 
source of crude rubber supply has 
been found in the states of Sinaloa 
and Sonora by Gorm Lotfield, re- 
search expert for the Carnegie In- 
stitute. Growing upon a wide area 
of the two states is a shrub, which, 
upon analysis, was found to con- 
tain an unusually high percentage 

of rubber latex. 

The rubber content may be ex- 
tracted by the same method that is 
used in extracting guayule rubber 
from the shrub of that name. The 
species of vegetation which Mr. Lot- 
field discovered bears no resem- 
blance, it is said, to guayule. It is 
believed to have valuable possibili-
